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The  information  contained  in  this  summary  is  based  largely  on  material 
that  was  published  in  the  Daily  Grape  Reports  last  season*  The  work  was  carried 
on  jointly  "by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets* 
Daily  market  reports  were  issued  from  the  cooperative  Federal-State  Office  at 
Rochester,  and  the  state  departments  office  at  Buffalo,  from  October  U  to 
November  20,  1926* 

The  past  season  opened  about  two  weeks  later  than  the  1925  season,  and 
was  characterized  by  low  prices  throughout  the  marketing  period*  The  first 
sales  reported  from  the  Chautauqua-Erie  district  were  on  the  basis  of  $6o..per 
ton  for  Concords  in  12~qt*  climax  baskets*  In  the  previous  year  the  market  in 
that  section  opened  at  $35  tov£)0  per  ton  for  the  same  variety*  Opening  prices 
for  carload  shipments  from  the  Central  Lakes  section  ranged  from  $50  to  55-  Per 
ton*  The  sales  of  Concords  in  12  qt.  Climax  baskets  showed  a  downward  tendency 
early  in  the  season,  and  by  the  20th  of  October  the  range  of  $Uo  to  U5  per 
ton  had  been  reached.  During  this  same  period  in  1925  the  f <o-b.  sales  in  the 
Central  Lakes  region  were  being  made  at  a  range  of  $115  to  120.  per  ton%  This 
was  about  $75-  Per  *on  higher  than  the  prices  obtained  this  past  season  on 
the  same  date* 

The  increase  in  production  from  51,340  tons  in  1925  to  106,700  tons  in 
1926  can  partly  account  for  the  lower  prices  received  for  New  York  grapes  last 
fall.  Pennsylvania  is  credited  with  a  production  of  over  25,000  tons  or  more 
than  twice  as  great  as  the  year  before,  In  actual  carlot  shipments  the  move- 
ment from  New  York  last  fall  was  about  7200  cars  or  3^75  more  than  were 
shipped  in  1925*  After  the  crop  failure  in  1925  Michigan  came  back  in  192b 
and  shipped  nearly  3000  cars. 
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Outside  of  California  the  state  of  Ne^i  York  is  the  largest  producer 
of  grapes  in  the  United  States.  The  important  sections  are  the  Chautauqua 
Erie  district  in  Southwestern  New   York  and  northwestern  Pennsylvania,  the 
Central  or  Finger  Lakes  region,  the  "Ontario  Shore  and  the  Hudson  River 
sections,  California  is  predominant  in  the  grape  industry.  Over  80  per  cent 
of  the  entire  United  States  carlot  shipments  in  1926  or  6*4193  carloads 
originated  in  that  state*  The  production  in  California  for  1926  ^as  esti- 
mated at  2,cU0j%!£[is  not  including  15,000  tons  that  were  not  harvested. This 
was  the  heaviest  production  in  the  past  three  seasons. 

The  distribution  of  the .-Bew<  York  state  grape  crop,  according  to 
reports  of  car  billings  received  from  various  railroad  officials  covering 
the  period  of  September  k   to  November  25th,  extended  into  twenty  six  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  One  or  more  cars  vrere  billed  to  264  different 
cities  or  towns.  Due  to  the  lighter  carlot  movement  the  shipments  from 
Pennsylvania  and  Michigan  did  not  receive  such  wide  distribution.  On  pages 
12-19  will  be  found  a  table  of  unloads  of  grapes  in  seventy- eight  cities.  - 
This  table  shows  .the  number  of  carlot  s- of  grapes  received  and  unloaded  in 
these  cities  from  the  states  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan  and 
California.  Several  interesting  facts  .are  demonstrated.  For  instance '  —  of- 
the  total  carloads  shipped  from  New  York  during  1926,  7H  per  cent  were  un- 
loaded in  the  J8   cities.  The  following  percentages  of  total  shipments  from 
other  states  were  utilized  in  the  consuming  areas  of  the  78  cities; 
Pennsylvania  ^6,  Michigan  SO,  California  82,.  all  other- states  ]49,  Of  the 
total  U.S.  shipments  79  per  cent  were  taken  by  these  representative  markets. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  unloads  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania  or  Michigan 
grapes  iri  some  of  the  cities  exceed  the  numbers  as  given  in  the  primary 
.Destination  table.  This  can  be  explained  by  the  diversions  or  reconsignments 
that  occurred  after  the  ..original  billings  had  been  rn&&3«
